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REMARKS / ARGT TMK>JTS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application as presentiy amended and in light of the 
following discussion is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-19, 21-23 and 25-28 are pending in the present application. Claim 29 has 
been canceled and claims 1, 13, 26 and 28 have been amended by the present amendment. 

In die outstanding Office Action, claims 1, 13 and 26 were objected to; claims 1, 26 
and 28 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Ostman et al. in view of 
Subbiah et al.; claims 2-12, 27 and 29 were indicated as allowable if rewritten to overcome 
die objections and to be in independent form; claims 13-17 were indicated as allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the objections noted in die Office Action; and claims 18, 19, 21-23 
and 25 were allowed. 

Applicants tiiank the Examiner for die indication of allowable subject mater. In light 
of this indication, the appropriate claims have been amended to overcome the objections, 
and independent claim 28 has been amended to subject matter recited dependent claim 29. 
Furtiier, independent claims 1 and 26 were amended to correspond with the allowed features 
in claim 13. In particular, the term "multiplies" has been changed to "multiplexes" in claims 
1 and 26 to correspond widi die allowed features in independent claim 13. Accordingly, it is 
respectfiilly submitted independent claims 1 and 26 and each of the claims depending 
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therefrom are also allowable and the rejection noted in the Office Action has been 
overcome.
